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FIRST DAY—-FORENOON SESSION. 


DuRHAM, N. C., October 18th, 1882. 


The Baptist State Convention of North Carolina met with 
the First Colored Baptist Church of Durham, on the 18th of 
October, and was called to order by the president at ten 
o’clock. The first half hour was devoted to prayer and 
singing, which were led by Rev. G. W. Perry, who read the 
HoOsramesalme wiikey. 1b.) Williams prayed.) :" Phere) 1s \a 
fountain filled with blood,” &c., was sung by Rev. F. H. 
Wilkins. After this, several other brethren took part in 
the meeting. At the close of the prayer meeting, the pres- 
ident gave a brief history of the Convention from its organ- 
ization in 1867 to the present session, which showed that the 
growth of Baptist sentiment in this State since the war was 
unprecedented in the former history of the denomination. 
Having concluded his speech, the president introduced the 
pastor of the Durham church, Rev. F. H. Wilkins, who came 
forward and delivered an address of welcome to the minis- 
ters, delegates and visitors. His remarks were very cordial 
and was well received by the Convention. He closed his 
address by singing, ‘Come ye that love the Lord,” &c. The 
welcome was responded to by Rev. J. O. Crosby, after which 
the Secretary read the Constitution and By-laws of the Con- 
vention. The list of associations and churches was called

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The proceedings of the previous afternoon and evening 
sessions were read and approved. 

A motion prevailed referring all grievances to the com- 
mittee on the same. 

On motion, the Convention went into the election of 
officers, with the following result: President, J. Perry ; Vice- 
President, R. I. Walden; Recording Secretary, E. E. Smith; 
Corresponding Secretary, J. ©: Crosby ; Treasurer,’ Al Bt 
Williams. 

On motion, the following were requested to conduct the 
newly elected President, Rev. kerry, toy the chair, VIZ. 
Elders T. B. Edwards and Z. Haughton. 

Ex-President Johnson introduced President Perry to the 
Convention in avery neat speech, to which Bro. Perry re- 
plied in appropriate remarks, thanking the Convention for 
the honor conferred. 

Dr. H. M. Tupper, President Shaw University, and W. 
W. Colly, appearing upon the floor, were presented to the 
Convention and invited to seats. 

Dr. Tupper spake in prayer, and the Convention adjourned 
at 12:30 to meet at 2'P. M. 


SECOND DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At the appointed hour, President Perry called the Con- 
vention to order. 

After singing a suitable selection, prayer was offered by 
Rev. W. W. Colley, of Richmond, Va. 

The proceedings of the forenoon session were read and 
approved. 

Rev. Wm. Troy, of iSiclamerndl Va., was invited to a seat 
in the Convention. 

A vote prevailed to hear the reports of the Executive and 
Foreign Mission Boards. 

On motion, the subject of establishing a church organ, the 
mission work in the western part of the State and an address 
by Rev. H. M. Tupper be made the special order to-night. 

After a statement by Elder Crosby, relative to a young 
church called the Rock, near Salisbury, the Convention 
voted to donate to said church through Bro. Crosby, the 
sum of $15.00 to purchase a site. 

Upon the report of the Executive Board, supported by 
the Committee on Grievances, preferring charges against A. 
M. Conway, he was allowed one hour to defend himself. 
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Remarks were submitted by Elders W. A. Green, N. F. 

Roberts, Thos. Parker, afterwards the reports of the Ex- 

ecutive Board and Grievances Committee were adopted. 
Adjourned with prayer by Wm. Troy. 


SECOND DAY—EVENJNG EXERCISES. 


Before opening, the choir, with Miss Hattie Wilson pre- 
siding at the organ, sang suitable selections. 

At the appointed hour the President called the house to 
order. Hon. J. C. Scarborough, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, offered prayer. 

The choir sang, ‘‘ Nearer my God to Thee,” &c. 

Hon. J. C. Scarborough was introduced to and invited to 
address the Convention. 

The establishment of an organ for the Convention was dis- 
cussed by F. H. Wilkins, who favored taking hold of the A frz-

Walden, L.C. Ragland and W. T. H. Woodward. After which 
the following were constituted a committee to consider the © 
matter of establishing a paper for the Convention and report 
at 10:30 o'clock to-morrow, viz.: J.O. Crosby, N. F. Roberts, 
Wi i Ho Woodward, iy C.*Ragland, C.” Johnson, F...H. 
Wilkins and R. I. Walden. 

Rev. Peter Graves made a statement of his mission work 
during the past year, and turned over to the Finance Com- 
mittee $2.00. 

On motion, Elders Colley and Troy were requested to 
conduct the exercises on Friday night. 

While the choir sang, a collection to the amount of $4.00 
for Home Missions was taken up.

THIRD DAY—FORENOON SESSION, 
DURHAM, October 20th, 1882. 


Met on time. Vice-President in the chair, and read in 
opening the session the 67th Psalm. Prayer was offered 
by A. A. Powell. 

The calling of the roll was dispensed with by vote. 

The proceedings of the previous afternoon and evening 
sessions were read and approved. 
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By consent, Rev. A. P. Eaton made a statement of the 
work being carried on in his Association, which was very en- 
couraging. 

Rev. H. M. Tupper came forward, made remarks on edu- 
cation, and was followed by Revs. O. Bullock, A. Ellis, 
of King’s Mountain, M. Beam and D. W. Montgomery, of 
Stanly Creek. Each gave an account of the work among 
the Baptists in Western North Carolina. Afterward the 
following were made a committee to take into consideration 
the work of the Western section: H. M. Tupper, M. Beam, 
F. R. Howell, A. Ellis, D. W. Montgomery, A. Shepard, G. 
W. Perry. 

The Committee on Paper, through its secretary, reported.

Adjourned with prayer by Rev. A. Shepard. 


THIRD DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Convention met according to adjournment. 

After devotional exercises, the President announced that 
the house was open for business. 

Minutes read and approved. 

The Convention voted to donate $25 to Roxboro Acad- 
emy, $10 of which was paid. 

The Home Mission Board reported. Adopted. 

The Committee on time and place of the next meeting of 
the Convention reported. Adopted. 

On motion, the following were appointed a committee on 
Temperance: Revs. R. Shepard, D. W. Montgomery, F. H. 
Wilkins, A. A. Powell and W. C. Cowans. 

On motion, a resolution was adopted to have a‘ circular 
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letter explaining some of the principles of church polity ap- 
pended to the minutes of the Convention. See resolution. 
On motion, 2,000 copies of the minutes were ordered to 
be printed. ag 
On motion, the President, Recording Secretary and N. F. 
Roberts constitute the committee on printing the minutes. 
Adjourned with prayer. 


FOURTH DAY—MORNING SESSION. 


DURHAM, October 21st, 1882. 


Convention met at 9:30. Devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by Rev. A. Shepard. 

Minutes of the previous meeting read and adopted. 

On motion, the Finance Committee reported. Adopted. 

Letter from the Woman’s Home Mission Society, Raleigh, 
was read by Rev. N. F. Roberts. Adopted. 

On motion, that all Associations and churches report 
through their Secretaries all money raised for religious, edu- 
cational and church extension purposes to the Convention. 
Adopted. 

Deacon G. W. Hayes’ name was added to the roll. 

It was voted that arrangements be made by the Home 
Mission Board to pay Rev. F. R. Howell the amount due. 

On motion, a vote of thanks was tendered to the First 
Church of Durham and the citizens in general for their hes- 
pitality during the session of the Convention. 

On motion, the Convention donated the First church, 
Durham, $5: 

On motion, the account of C. Johnson, for expenses, was 
ordered to be paid out of the funds of last year. 

Rev. W. A. Green offered a resolution relative to calling 
pastors. Adopted. (See resolution.) 

On motion, each pastor was requested to act as agent for 
the paper and forward a list of subscribers as soon as possible. 

A letter from Dr. A. A. Douglass, Corresponding Secretary 
of Foreign and Bible Association, was read, and remarks 
made by Rev. A. Shepard and Rev. C. Durham. 

On motion, the following were appointed as delegates to 
the Bible Convention which meets at Saratoga on the 20th 
Of May, 1883): Revs. Ay Shepard We VAs iGreen,’ N. F: 
Roberts, D. W. Montgomery, J. Perry, W. T. H. Woodward, 
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M. Beams, W. R. Tharp, L. C. Ragland, F. R. Howell and 
‘C. Johnson. : 
On motion, all ministers and delegates were-requested to 
send in their subscriptions for the paper (organ of the Con- 

vention) by the 1oth of December next. 

A resolution relative to the Sunday School work was 
adopted. See resolution. 

At this juncture, Bro. John C. Scarborough, Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction of North Carolina, and corre- 
sponding delegate from the Baptist State Convention (white) 
addressed the Convention in the most pointed and impres- 
sive manner on educational and mission work. 

On motion, a corresponding delegation was appointed to 
meet the white Baptist State Convention at Warrenton on 
the 15th of November next. 

The Committee on Temperance made their report, which 
was adopted. See report. 

On motion, the matter of electing delegates to the For- 
eign Mission Convention of the United States, which meets 
in the city of Richmond in September next, was left to the 
Executive Board. 

On motion, the Executive Board was instructed to write 
a letter to the grieved members of the First Baptist church 
of Wilmington, bearing to them the sympathy of the Con- 
vention and advising them to remain united. 

The Convention voted to continue their co-operation with 
the American Baptist Home Mission Society in sustaining 
a general missionary for North Carolina. 

The Foreign Mission Board was instructed to formulate | 
and recommend plans to the various churches for raising 
money for Foreign Mission work. 

On motion, all unfinished business of the Convention was 
left to the Executive Board. 

The Convention adjourned to meet in the Ebenezer Bap- 
tist church, Charlotte, N C., on Wednesday before the fourth 
Sunday in October, 1883.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL BOARD. 


The Educational Board of the Baptist State Convention of North Carolina 
herewith respectfully sabmit the annual report of the transactions and condi- 
tion of the work entrusted to their care. 

We are pleased to state that progress has been made in this department of 
Christian work, while much has remained undone for want of united effort on 
the part of pastors and churches in different portions of the State. 

The accommodations at Shaw University, through the untiring efforts of its 
President, Rev. H. M. Tupper, and other friends, have been greatly enlarged, and 
Many new features added, among which are the Model Normal school for the 
aining of teachers, the school of Carpentry, and an Industrial school for young 

adies, 

The Garysburg High School under the principalship of Rev. R. I. Walden, 
and the Roxboro Academy, Rev. L. C. Ragland principal, are doing 2, noble 
work. Value of property, $1,600. 

We are also pleased to learn of the action of the Shiloh Association in estab- 
lishing an academy at Warrenton, N.C, The Convention has purchased a site 
for an academy at Goldsboro. Value of property $500.00. 

Never before did our people have better facilities for the education of their 
sons and daughters. 

At the last annual meeting of the Convention it was voted to request the

Board of Trustees and Faculty of Shaw University to have a Minister’s Insti- 
tute connected with the theological department for the benefit of pastors who. 
could not pursue a regular course of study. In compliance with this resolution 
a pastors’ class was formed on the 28rd of November last and continued in session 
one month. 

Ata regular meeting of the Board on the 24th of May last, the educational in- 
terest of the denomination was considered, and it was decided that decisive 
steps be taken to awaken a deeper interest in this matter among the churches 
in order that the denomination may not lose its present standing. The Board 
voted that acircular be sent to the different churches as soon as practicable, 
setting forth the object of the Board and asking them to contribute a specified 
sum to help sustain the educational work and forward the same to Rev. F. H. 
Wilkins, the Treasurer of the Board. ‘ 

The Board would e@all the attention of the brethren to the importance of doing 
more beneficiary work. The churches should raise more money to help de- 
serving young men, who feel that they are called to the work of the gospel min- 
istry, prepare themselves forthe importantwork. Wehave many more churches 
than pastors, and many of the pastors who have done such a noble work in or- 
ganizing churches and building up the waste places in different portions of the 
State, will soon close their labors. 

The harvest is truly plenteous but the faithful laborers are few. Welivein a 
progressive age. The masses of our young people are being educated in the com- 
mon schools. Efforts are being made to undermine the Baptist faith and lead 
our young people into error. 

In view of these facts we must have a ministry that shall be able to mould 
character, to explain and defend the truth; to save our young people from error 
by training them to make the most of their lives for God and their fellow men. 
How shall such a ministry be provided? So far as human means are concerned 
the churches must prepare them. 

At the annual session of the Sabbath School] Convention, September 20th, 1882, 
about $200 was raised in cash and pledges to sustain four scholarships in Shaw 
University. 

Amount of cash at this annual session for ministerial education, $37.00. 


REPORT OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY. 


At the last annual meeting of this Convention it was voted to co-operate with 
the American Baptist Home Mission Society in sustaining a general missionary 
for the State.

We 
have about 820 churches in North Carolina. Nearly all the churches that we 
have visited are either building or repairing their houses of worship. We do 
not think that there has been a year in which more work has been done in this 
direction, notwithstanding the scarcity of money. 

To our mind, what we most need is organized effort. It is impossible for one 
or two general missionaries to visit all the churches or neighborhoods which 
may need attention. But ministers’ and deacons’ meetings and institutes can 
be held, in which various topics could be discussed and methods of work adopted. 
This would enlighten the minds of any who might not be well informed and 
would be a means of great strength to the denomination. 

What has been accomplished is sufficient for a hearty thanksgiving. But let 
us redouble our resolution for the prosecution of a more noble work in the fu- 
ture and the field is ours.

We, the Executive Board of the Baptist State Convention of North Carolina,

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against Rev. A. M. Conway, and the testimony of the members ot the First Bap- 
tist church, Wilmington, unanimously decided that the said charges were fully 
sustained; and according to the evidence Rev. A. M, Conway’s course of admin- 
istration in the business meetings of said church is wholly unscriptural and 
founded upon no Baptist principles, and that he has caused members to be ex- 
pelled contrary to Baptist usage and thereby led the church into error and con- 
fusion, and caused said church to be out of Gospel order. And we do hereby 
unanimously and unhesitatingly condemn sucha course of administration as 
unscriptural and a departure from Baptist faith. ; :

M. Conway and said First Baptist church until said church shall so reform as 
to be recognized by the sister Baptist churches.

CONSTITUTION. 


We, the ministers and delegates from various Bantist churches in North Car- 
olina, met in the town of Goldsboro, N. C., on the 18th of October, 1867, for the 
purpose of considering the propriety of entering into some general organization 
for our mutual improvement and the diffusion of the principles of the Gospel, 
and agreed to the following rules of fundamental principles: 

CLE 1. This body shall be styled ‘‘The Baptist State Convention of North 
Carolina.”’ 

Arr. 2. It shall be the design of this Convention to promote State Missions, 
Foreign Missions and Ministerial Education, and other important objects con- 
nected with the Redeemer’s kingdom, and to combine for this purpose such por- 
tion of the Baptist denomination in North Carolina, as may desire a general 
organization for christian benevolence which shall fully respect the independ- 
ence und equal rights of the churches, 

ART. 3. This Convention shall be composed of life members, annual members 
or delegates who are in good and regular standing in Missionary Baptist 
churches, By the payment of ten dollars a person may become a life member, 
and by the payment of onedollar an annual member. Any Association can be 
represented by the payment of 50 cents per church, and may send one delegate 
for every ten Churches or fraction thereof. Any single church in good standing 
may be represented by the payment of one dollar. All money paid into the 
Convention by life members, annual members, or single churches, shall be used 
for Ministerial Education. 

ART. 4. The officers of this Convention shall bea President, Vice-President, 
Treasurer, and a Recording, Corresponding Secretary and Auditor, who shall be 
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elected at each annual session and hold their office until their successors are 
elected. 

ArT. 5. This Convention shall elect at its annual meeting as many Boards of 
Managers as in its judgment will be necessary for carrying out the benevolent 
objects it may determine to promote, all of which Boards shall continue in 
office until a new election. Hach Board shall consist of a President, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, and aS many other members as may be 
deemed sufficient, five of whom, including oue or more of the officers, shall 
form a quorum for the transaction of business. ‘To each Board shall be commit- 
ted during the recess of thé Convention, the entire management of all the af- 
fairs relating to the object with whose interest it shall be charged, all of which 
management shall be in strict accordance with the constitutional provisions 
adopted by this Convention, and such other instructions as may be given from 
time to time. Each Board shall have power to make such compensation to its 
Secretary and Treasurer, as it may think right, fill the vacancies oecurring in 
its own body, and enact its by-laws. i 

Art. 6. The Treasurer of each Board shall faithfully account for all moneys 
received by him, keep a regular entry of all receipts and disbursements, and 
make areport of them tothe Convention whenever it shall be in session, and 
to his Board as often as required. He shall also, on entering upon the duties of 
his Office, give competent security to the Superintendent of his Board for all the 
stock and iunds committed to his care. His books shall be open at all times to 
the inspection of any member of his Board. No money shall be paid out of the 
treasuries of the Boards, but by an order from that Board from whose treasury 
the money is to be drawn, which order shall be signed by its presiding officer. 

»ART.7. The Corresponding Secretaries of the several Boards shall maintain 
intercourse by letter with such individuals or public bodies as the interests of 
their respective bodies may require. Copies of all such communications, with 
their answers, if any, shall be kept by them on file 

ART. 8. The Recording Secretary of the several Boards shall keep a fair rec- 
ord of their proceedings and of such other documents as may be committed to 
them for the purpose. 

ART.9. All the Officers, Boards, Missionaries and Agents appointed by the 
Convention or by any of its Boards, shall be members of some regular church in 
union with the churches composing this Convention. 

ArT. 10. Missionaries appointed by any of the Boards of this Convention, 
must, previous to their appointment, furnish evidence of genuine piety, fervent 
zeal in the Master’s cause, and talents which fit them for the service for which 
they offer themselves. 

ART. 11. The bodies and individuals composing this Convention shall have 
the right to specify the object to which their contributions shall be applied, but 
when no specification is made, the Convention will make the appropriation at 
its own discretion 

ART. 12. The Convention shall hold its meetings annually, but extra meet- 
ings may be called by the President, with the approbation of any one of the 
Boards of Managers. A majority of the attending delegates shall form a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

ART. 13. Any alteration which experience shall dictate may be made in these 
articles, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present at any annual meetings 
of the Convention. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. The President shall take the chair each session at the hour appointed at 
the adjournment, and call the members to order, and on the appearance of a 
quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding session to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Convention by any member. 

38. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. He shall have the 
right to call any brother to perform the duties temporarily. 

4. The President shall not vote, only in case of a tie. And if he refuse to vote 
ina tie, the matter is decided in the negative. 

5. Heshall not speak in debate while occupying the chair; but may call an- 
other to the chair, and shall have the same right in debate as any other member. 

6. When any member wishes to speak or deliver any matter to the Conven- 
tion, he shall first rise from his seat and address the chair. 

7. When two brothers rise at the same time, the President shall name the one 
to speak. 

8. ENG member shall speak but twice on the same question until all who wish 
to speak have spoken. 


$. Decency of speech shall be observed and personal reflections avoided. 

lu. While the chair is putting a question, or any brother speaking, no one shali 
be allowed to walk acruss the house, or whisper, or otherwise interrupt him. 

11. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received except to ad- 
journ, to lay en the table, postpone or amend. 

12. All committees shall be appointed in time to do their duty. 

13. All committees shall be composed of three members, if not etherwise or- 
dered. 

14. No standing rule shall be altered or suspended except by a two-thirds vote 
of the Convention. 

15. The Rules ef Decorum shall be read in the Gpening ef each annual session 
of the Convention, and as many times, during the session as may be deemed 
practicable. 

16. No member shall be allowed to intrude on the time by leng debates in this 
Convention. 


CIRCULAR LETTIER. 


DEAR BRETHREN:—There are now in Nerth Carolina represented in the Baptist 
State Convention 450 regularly ordained Baptist ministers, 80) regularly consti- 
tuted baptist churches. with a membership of 95,000. In these 800 churches there 
are 800 Sunday Schools, 3,000 teachers and 50,000 scholars. Webkhave in Raleigh 
the most permanently established and best patronized cellege for males and 
females to be found in the South. Shaw University with its able cerps of teach- 
ers stands first among all the colleges built for the education of colored men and 
women. It now has three hundred students, among them forty young men pre- 
paring themselves for the preaching of the gospel of Christ. In the good provi- 
dence of God, schools have been established in every part of the State, some of 
them of high grade and great efficiency. Thousands of the children of our 
brethren and sisters are being educated and fitted for usefulness. We have 
iaboring in the destitute sections of the State about twenty missionaries, and 
our beloved brother, James O. Hayes, supported by our Foreign Mission Board, 
is preaching the gospel to our brethr2n in Africa. 

God has greatly. prospered us. Our preachers have been enabled to plant 
churches in many destitute fields, and many have heard the word with gladness, 
Over seven thousand persons were baptized into the fellowship of the churches 
during the conventional year. Many of onr brethren of other denominations 
have learned the truth as we hold it, and have united with us. 

We have great advantages over all the sects and denominations in preaching 
the gospel of Christ and in reaching the people. The truth of our position is 
known by all men. Even those who oppose us and preach “another gospel” 
know in their hearts that the Baptists are right. The New Testament is on our 
side. Itisa Baptist book. Jesus Chris! went down into Jordan and was bap- 
tized. His Apostles followed his example and obeyed his commands. This we 
know by the baptism of the eunuch as recorded in the 8th chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles. According to the New Testament, the preachers preached, the 
people repented of their sins and believed in the Lord Jesus Christ, and as many 
aus believed were baptized, both men and women. There is no hint of the bap- 
tism of an infant in the whole Bible. Faith and repentance was required of 
every person baptized, and infants are incapable of repentance and faith. Im- 
mersion is the baptism of the New Testament scriptures. Jesus was immersed 
in the Jordan and he bids all who would be his disciples to take up the crossand 
follow him. ‘* Ye are my disciples if ye do whatsoever [have commanded you.”’ 
The sacrament of the Lord’s Supper is for His people to comemorate His death. 
The world has no part init and should never be invited to partake of it. Only 
baptized believers in the death and resurrection of Christ, who are walking in 
the way of His commandments should be admitted to the Lord’s table. The in- 
vitation, as well asthe commandment, is to such and to such only. 

The pure word of God is committed unto us to preach and to defend. This we 
should do with all zeal and diligence as servants who will have to give an ac- 
count. Therefore we, your brethren, exhort you to greater purity of life, to 
greater soberness and propriety, and to greater diligence and zeal that we may 
by our orderly walk and godly conversation show to the world the truth and 
power of the gospel of Christ, and may commend itto those who walk in sin and 
darkness. Our churches should be pure; our ministers leaders and examples to 
the flocks they minister to,and as an army of united, thoroughly equipped sol- 
diers of the Cross we should all march under one banner, from victory to vic- 
tory,until North Carolina is covered with school houses and churches and the 
gospel is preached to every creature. 

Praying for this unity and peace, and for the outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
upon all our churches and all our preachers, we commend you to the word of 
His grace who is able to save you with an everlasting salvation.
